Caps For Knitting Needles. 
These are very useful and very easily 
made. 
Take two new corks, cut them 
down to about an inch in length and 
round off tho tops. 
Cover them very J 
neatly with flannel or any soft mate­ 
rial, taking care not to have any join 
on the flat end of the cork. 
Now take a fairly wide piece of elas­ 
tic, about half an Ineh shorter than the 
knitting needles, and secure it firmly ' 
at earl! end to the corks, with the 
rounded end of these outward. 
Make 
an outside cover for each cap of any 
pretty material, joining the sides, turn­ 
ing in the raw edges at tho bottom and 
stitching these down to the flannel. 
Now gather the ends and finish off 
with a pretty gold or other fancy l>ead. 
The needles are stuck in the flat sides 
of the corks. 


To Clean a Copper Kettle. 
Copper kettles and indeed copper 
utensils of all sorts are often very hard 
to clean. 
A good method is to cut a 
lemon in half and rub over the kettle 
with it. 
After a thorough rubbing the 
kettle should be carefully rinsed in 
clear cold w ater and given a final pol­ 
ish with a soft cloth. 
Never attempt 
to polish copper cooking utensils with 
the 
preparations 
used 
for brasses, 
etc., but simply rub them well with a 
woolen cloth. 
Dry them thoroughly 
after washing, as they gather rust 
very easily, and it is almost impossible 
to eradicate it.

How to Fry. 
To fry food properly a deep pan is 
needed, with a wire frying basket of a 
proper size to lit it. F at is also needed 
in sufficient quantity to allow the arti­ 
cles fried to be completely immersed 
in it. 
The success of the process de­ 
pends upon the temperature and purity 
of the fat. 
In ordinary households a constant 
supply of the best possible frying me­ 
dium, properly clarified fat, ought to 
be always at hand. All fat, cooked or 
uncooked; ail skimmings from soups or 
gravies, all scraps of fat, must be col­ 
lected and cut into small pieces. Then, 
with water in the proportion of a quar­ 
ter of a pint to each pound of fat, they 
must lie rapidly boiled in* a covered 
saucepan, the lid being removed after 
lolling poiut is reached, and the cook­ 
ing continue till not the faintest bub­ 
ble is seen. 
Then only is It free from 
moisture and ready to be strained 
through a cloth into a basin, "where 
when cool it will be a firm, compact 
mass of absolutely pure fat. 
When wanted for cooking it must be 
placed in a deep saucepan quite an 
hour before it is needed to heat gradu­ 
ally and thoroughly, so that a t the right 
moment it may lie raised quickly to 
smoking point, a t which

Less expensive plates are passed over C rangle, cf 
purposely in spite of the fact th at Isaacs, c . . 
their dignity of style and an exquisite 
simplicity of coloring m ake for the 
prettiest sort of decoration. 
Avoid those plates which are gay 
with a profusion of highly colored 
roses, perhaps m ade still more strik­ 
ing (!) by a broad band of green—the 
sarong.
